Reasons for Allowance 
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The claimed invention of "a method for treating a psychostimulant addiction, said 
method comprising administering to an individual in need of such treatment a 
therapeutically effective amount of 9, 10-didehydro-N-methyl-N-(2-propynyl)-6-methyl- 
8p-aminomethylergoline as a partial dopamine agonist in the form of free base or in the 
form of pharmaceutically acceptable acid addition salt, wherein the therapeutically 
effective amount is from about 0.05 to about 20 mg." is novel and non-obvious. The 
closest prior art is due to Pulvirenti (TiPS, 1994). Pulvirenti teaches the general 
usefulness of partial dopamine agonists in the treatment of pyschostimulant addiction, 
however does not specifically teach LEK-8829. Furthermore, Pulvirenti only makes 
specific mention of terguride as one agonist that "may" be useful. Pulvirenti does not 
disclose the findings with absolute certainty with respect to terguride much less whether 
some, most, or only a handful of the broad class of partial dopamine agonists would 
actually be useful as a medicament for treatment of psychostimulant addiction. Thus the 
claimed invention is rendered neither anticipated nor obvious.
